Paris Office Designated as De- 
pository. 

The 1'cstofiiee Department at Wash- 
ington, has notified Postmaster N. A. 
Moore, that the Postmaster General 
has designated the Paris postoffice as 
a postal savings deprsitory, which is 
«o be effective after July 15, 1911. 
2 The purpose of the system is to pro- 
vide facilities for depositing savings 
at interest . with the security of the 
United States Government for re- 
payment. Any perscn ten years of 
age or over may open an account. No 
charge or fee is made for opening an 
account or for withdrawal of deposits. 
No account will be opened for a sum 
less than $1, nor will fractions of a 
dollar be accepted. Not tuore than 
$100 may be deposited in a calendar 
month, nor to exceel a total balance 
of $500 may be held. Withdrawals 
may be made at any time. Depositors 
may exchange deposits for Postal-Sav- 
ing bonds, if desired, and continue de- 
posits as in the beginning. 



STOCK, CROP AND FARM NOTES 



—The Lexington Leader says: 
"Wheat threshed and delivered June 
22 is an unusual occurrence for the 
Blue Grass,' hut some of the new crop 
has been delivered to Byrns & Pettii 
grain dealers here, and is of good 
quality. The slight rise in the price 
of wheat cn the Chicago grain rrarket 
on account of Western droughts has 
not affected the price here, which is 
about 76 or 78 cents. The acreage of 
wheat in the Blue Grass is about an 
average area this year, while the yield 
and [quality promise to be above th? 
average. The wheat is plump and 
weil filled, and most of it. so far, is 
weighirg better than usual." 

— Allie Jones, of North Middletown, 
is busily engaged in putting the finish- 
ing touches to a strin of young Bour- 
bon Kins that will be exhibited at the 
fairs in Central Kentucky. The 
youngsters are showing up in fine 
form and are looked to give some ex- 
hibitors a lively tussle in the show 
ring.

—Great Heart, one of the grandest 
of Michigan's trotting sires, is dead at 
C«l<i>«ater, on the A. C. Fisk estate, 
where he has held court for many 
years. Foaled in 1888 at Paris, Ky., 
Great Heart was sold soon afterward 
to A. C. Fisk, of Cold water, and after 
gaining a record of 2:12 1-2, became 
wonderfully.successful in^thelstud. 

—Receipts of live stock on the 
Chicago market or the week ending 
June 17 were 48,600 cattle, 146,900 
hogs and 94.800 sheep. The week's 
receipts compared with 'tbe previous 
wee't, in round numbers increased 
2,400<cattle. 19,800 hogs and decreased 
13.200 sheep. Compared with tbe 
corresponding period a year ago cattle 
decreased 9.700, hogs increased 26.300 
sfd sn<ep decreased ft.fOO. 



Woodpecker a Useful Bird. 

Farmer Wilson, at the Agricultural 
Department at Washington, classed 
the humble wuodpecker as the greatest 
s-ingle aid man had in the conservation 
of lumber. 

Secretary Wilson's statistican esti- 
mates that the insects destroy $100,- 
000,000 worth of lumber each year. 
Woodpecktrs— arid there are f( rty-rive 
species of them -are the greatest 
enemy of the insect?. With unerring 
accuracy thsy locate their prey and 
drive their tongues through the hard 
timber after him and nis family. 

Department scientists have exam- 
ined 3,450 stomachs of the birds and 
found that their food consisted princi- 
pally of the bodies and eggs of tree 
bugs. 

Keller Explains Reunion Posi- 
tion. 

Secretary Green R. Keller, of the 
Morgan's Men Association, gave out 
for publication a letter regarding the 
Park9 Hill reunion of Morgan'sjMen. 
In part, the letter reads: 

"Carlisle, Ky., June 21. 10[1. 

"Dear Comrades : A statemnt was 
published in the daily papers last week 
announcing that I had said it was 
most likely that the annual reunion of 
Morgan's Men at Parks Hill would not 
be held this year, but that an effort 
would be made to have the gtand re- 
union at Lexington at the time of the 
unveiling of the Morgan monument, 
which Gen. Duke informs me will be 
some time about the middle of Octo- 
ber.

ment. 

"In the first place the unveiling of 
the monument at Lexington will be, or 
ought to be. the greatest event to 
Morgan's Men since the war ; in the 
second place Mr. H. M. Tay[or, mana- 
ger of Paiks Hill and the head and 
front of the entertainment, has been 
totally unable to walk a step for two 
and one-half months, and it is quite 
likely that he will Le unable to do so 
tor some months to come months to 
come, and this of itself is f-ncugh to 
make the meeting a failure; in tne 
thi'd nlace Gen. Duke, the president, 
and G. R. Keller the secretary, are 
untit f .r service as will make up the 
loss of Mr. Taylor's labor of love. 

"It was for these reasons that I 
made the unofficial statement, but if 
the comrades insist on coming we will 
do our best."
